Tavernier reports, that the male being once 
thus decoyed, will never agsin meddle with 


the female; yet being fometimes prov oked by 
luftful rage, on fuch occafions they become 
extremely mifchevious. The manner of catch- 
ing the wild clephaat, as defcribed by this 
traveller in his tour thro’ Gelcendz, is this: 
The huntinen cut walks in the woods where 
elephants refort, aod digging deep Pits in 
them at proper diftances, lay boughs over 
them, which they cover with earth. Be ng 
thus prepared, they begin their diverfion wi ith 
hollowing and drums, “and having thus rouf- 
ed them, they purfue them with pikes illum- 
ed with fire, of which thefe animals have a 
remarkable dread, till they fall into the pits 
In the end, the hunters bind their feet and 
trunks, and fo tike them: Yet, adds he, 
forme efcape from thefe fnares, who are ever 
after fo miftruftful, that with a son gh in 
their trunks, they will examine every flep 
they take, and it is impofitble ever to catch 
them a fecond time. Such as they catch 
they couple to two tame ones on each fide, 
and fet {ix men about them with lighted tor- 
ches, to talk to ae id give them meat ; 
and if — refufe their food, the men order 
tame onts to svat them with their trunks, 
and teach Oct obedience. 

We have already mentioned the elephants of 
Ceylon as fuperior to ail others, and cannot 
omit what Teverzier obferves of the force of 
infin, in confirmation, of this precedency 
His words are very remarkable ; * ‘One shine, 
© favs he, I will teil you, hardly to be believed, 
© but that which is @ certain truth, which is, 


* that when any other king, or Rajah, has 
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* one of thefe elephants of Ceylon, if they br ring 
* them among any other breed in any other 
* pl.ce whatever, fo foon as the other cle- 
¢ phanmes behold the Cey/sm elephants, by an 
© inflind of nature, they do them reverence, 
© by laying their trunks upon the ground, and 
* railing them up again.’ This report of a 
modern traveller, if not founded on what the 
Antients have faid of the fagacity of this ani- 
mal, isa ftrong c: ircumftance in favour of their 
reletions, many of which are fo incredible that 
we forbear to mention them, as utterly beyond 
the bounds of ordinary belief, 

On thefe relations, however, Mr. Pope has 
furmed an obfervation.

And, indeed, it is univerfally allowed that this 
creature, after being once tamed, becomes fo 
extremely doci'e, generous, and aft<<ctionate, 
and difcovers a fenfe fo much fuperior to the 
common race of beafis, that it can fcarce be 
diltinguifhed trom human reafon. 

It is aiferted by an author of {ome rank, up- 
on the concurrent teftimony of travellers of all 
nations antient and modern, that this creature 
is capable of paaiy grattude, and affection ; 
the laft to fuch a degree, 2s to difcover deep 
affiction for the Lofs of a Benefactor ; and fil! 
more, if to the viclence of that luftful rage, of 
which we have already fpoken, his benefactor, 
as it frequently happens, has fallen a fecrifice 

The chaftity too of the e! ephame has Leci 
much admired ; for it is reported, that if Arne 
mate dies, he never makes a fecond “~ 
and his modetty has been celebrated by Ziian, 
who tells it as a known fatt to al] Rome, that 
an clephant covered his miftrefs and her lover 
with a garment, as if by that action he meznt 
to have taught them more decency, at jaft in 
his prefence. 

Female tendernefs and affection is ftill more 
conipicuous in theelephant, not to its young 
only, but to the wounded and he!plefs: One 
of thefe, feeing her young caught, threw her- 
fell into the fame pit, and perifhed rather than 
give it up: But this material affeGion the ele- 
phant inhersts in common with other animals. 
What is peculiar to that race, if Aiian may 
be credited, is, that they carry food to the fick 
in the woods, herbs to cure the malady; and 
if, notwithftanding all their care, death en- 
fues, they will cover the body with boughs ard 
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leaves, that it may not be mangled and eaten 
by ravenous beafts. 

Infances of ail the rational qualities here 
fpoken of, are frequent in the hiftories of this 
creature ; and it were needlefs to trouble our 
readers with ftories that exceed belief, when 
there are many curious particulars to mention 
that are authenticated beyond a doubt. 

In the courts of the J/udian kings they are 
taught to pay reverence to their fovereign 
whenever they approach his prefence. In the 
hour of battle, when they are trained for war, 
they will rufh upon the enemy, as if confcious 
of their fuperior ftrength, and beat down all 
before them. The natural dread of fire, 
which ts fo remarkably difcoverable in their 
wild ftate, has been overcome in them, and 
they have even been known to brave the hot- 
teit fire of the enemy’s artillery. 

* Beauleu, in his voyage tothe Ea/?- Indies, 
* tells us, that the king of Achen places his 
whoie ftrength in g20 elephanis, which are 
bred to tread fire under their feet, and to 
be unméved at the fhot of cannon, and like- 
wife to fslute the king when they pas by 
ae 3 apartments, by bending tireir kn “<5, and 
raifing their trunks three times.” “This voy- 
azerad ds, to the catalozue of their ration.! fa- 
culties, that they are influenced by exe mplar vy 
punithment; and gives an inftance of the fact 
trom their behaviour on the fullowi g occa {1- 
on: * The King of Achen, fays, he, having 
*‘ ordered the embarkation of an hundred 
‘ elephants for the ficge of Debly, when 
th icy were brought to the coaft, not one of 
them would enter the fhip: The king being 
acquainted with their beh naviour, went in 
perion to the thore, and after exprefiing his 
paflion and rage at their difobedience, or- 
dered one of them to be cut afunder in the 
prefence of the reft; on which they all pea- 
ceably embarked, and were more than ordi- 
narily tractable during the whole voyage.’ 
The female elephant goes fixteen or eigh- 
teen months with young, which, when 
brought forth, is no bigger then acalf. The

their fpecies ; for I have heard very old keepers 
declare, that though they have taken much 
p2ins to fatisfy their curiofity, yet, with all 
their vigslaaee, they could never fce the deer 
couple: And further, that fuch a difcovery 
would probably be fatal to the difcdverer, as 
the buck would certainly kill a looker on, it 
not prevented by itratagem or fuperior force.

Befides, all corfi- 
cerations of -a political kind enite to incline the 
Court of Vienna, at leait, to the houfe of Saxony. 
The Coerts of Rufia and Berlin feem to fulped 
the fecret negotiations bere hinted at, fince they 
have fent new infiructions to their Minifters, to de- 
clare that they wil! look upon the eleétion of a 
foreign Prince, with the higheit difapprobation. 
This declaration has been made already to the Pri- 
inate, who thereupon has charged fome of the prin- 
cipal Senators to confer with the Grand General 
of the Crown, apoo the occafion. Inthe mean 
time we learn, that all was in motion when the 
poit left Warfaw the 7th Inflart. The Primate 
had ordered all the merchants of that city to keep 
their thops fhut daring the Diet of convocation, 
from an apprehenfion of the tumults that are known 
to atterd the meeting of that afembly. Prisce 
Czatorimfiky had fent Soo men to the Palatine of 
Ruiia, Grand Marhhal of the Tribunal! of Kaprer. 
The army of the Crown was at the gates, and two 
fep2rate bodies of Ruilians, commanced by the Ge- 
perals Datkow and Chomatac, aod corfittirg of 
Dragoons, Cuirafiiers, Engiseers and Coffacks, 
were encamped under the wails, and covered with 
flrong retrenchments to fecure them againft aay 
fudden attack, On the 7th the Diet was opened, 
and in the morning permiffion was given the Nua- 
cios tc choofe a new Martha! in the place of Count 
Malakowky ; the fabres were drawn upon this oc- 
cafion, but, after fome viclent debates, Prince 
Adam Czartorinkky, Genera! of Podolia, and 
Knight of the Ruffian order of St. Andrew, was 
ceciared duly elected. This is fuppofed to be a 
favourable beginning for Court Poniatowhky. 
ME W-Y OR KR, Augu/? 13. 
Yefterday Se’enight the Brig Dhfpatch, 
Capt. Gifford, arrived here in 29 Days from 
Dominicé.—T he following are the Particulars 
of the Affair relating to Meffieurs Forfey’s 
Brig of New-London, on the Coatt of Africa, 
viz. Onthe 19th of June came into St. Do- 
minigo, the Boat and Crew that belonged to

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the faid Brig, Capt Gould, late Mafter, who 
gave this Account: That on the 13th Day of 
May, as they were weighing Anchor at Sene- 
» bound to Goree, and having on board 43 
laves, they fuddenly rofe and killed Captain 
Goul:, and two of his Men, on the Quarter- 
Deck : That on the Remainder of the Crew’s 
running aft, thinking to fecure the Arm Cheft 
the Negroes fled below, where being inftantly 
confined, the Veffel came off the Coalt, de- 
figned for the Wedft-Indies, under the com- 
mand of George Taggot, who then commenc- 
ed Matter, the Mate having been turned out 
by Capt. Gould, foon after they left New- 
London. ‘That the Negroes rofe a fecond 
Time, at Sea, and kilicd the Carpenter, 
when the Waitemen were obliged to fire, 
killing eight Slaves downright, then doubly 
barricaded the reft. That they afterwards put 
into St. Thomas’s, where Tagzot was encou- 
raged by a Spaniard to go dowa to Portu Ri- 
co to feil the Negroes, and be fet fail cirectly ; 
but on his Arrival the Spaniard put the trick on 
him, by firft going 2 board wih a Number, 
under Pretence of Mrade, feizing the Veil, 
and carrying the Crew into his Bust, with In- 
tent to:mprifon them on onere: TPhet on thew 
Way thither the Englifhmen ran off with the 
Boat down to Mona, where they linded the 
Spaniard who gave the Encouragement ; from 
thence they went to St. Doming>, 2nd fome 
of them afterwards proceeded to Jam-ica to 
give Information; but the Brig and Cargo, 
we are told, are confiicated by the Icnor of 
Treaties. . 
PHItLADELPHTI A, Augofi ». 
From Carliile we have the folowing malagho- 
ly intelligence, viz. That oo Sanday, the Twea- 
ty fecond ult. two or three Indians were feen near 
Fert Leudoun: That on the Wednefcay following, 
as a Woman, ramcd Cunningham, big with Chiic, 
Was going from her own Houle to one jullice Mc 
Dowsil’s, about two Miles below Loudoun, the

fcalped, and otherwife molt horsidly abuted her, . 
ripping her Beiley open, and raking out che Crild, . 


which they left lying befide ber : That another 
Woman, named Jjamiefon, was mifling, fuppofed 
to be carricd off: That on the | wenty-fixth . of 
Jaly, in the Forenoon, the Enemy came upon a 
School-houfe, on Conececheague Creek, about 
‘Twelve or ,Fifteen Miles from Fort Loudoun, in 
the very Leart of the Sertlement, where they kill- 
ed and fcalped the Mafier, one Brown, and Nine 
of his Scholars : That there were four more be- 
lengjog to the Schoo!, who, it is shoogh® wesc 
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made prifoners, as they had not been heard of : 
That this bloody Meffscre was fr difcovered by 
2 Man paffieg by, who, hearing ne Nose in the 
School, went in, and faw the Matter lying {calped, 
with bis Bible under his Arm: That one of the 
Scholars was then alive (but died foon after) who 
told bim, there were four Indians who were not 
feen till they entered the Houfe : That two of the 
Childred then murdered, belonged to an unhappy 
Man, who had four others carried off by the Sa- 
vages latt War: That feveral {mall Parties of the 
Enemy were faid to be feen in that Setclement : 
And that a Stroke firuck fo ar in the fettled Part 
of the Country, it was feared, weuld occafion ma- 
ny ef the Inbabicants to leave their Places. 

We aave lilewife Advice from Carlifle, that one 
E.fi.n Smith {a brave young Man, and who had 
been Prifoner tome Years among the Indians) went 
Met, with feven Men, asa fcalping Party : That 
ttaveiled Seventy Miles below Fort Pitt, till they 
came to a Place called Crow’s Town, on the 
Ohio, which they found abandoned, and the’ 
Hoefes burnt : That the Houfes on Beaver Creek 
were l:kewife deferted, bat not deflroyed : And 
that they found a few tracks, but did not fee an 
Iccian bet one, during their fatiguing March, 
watching a working Party at Fort Pitt, who they 


tried t>9 come ep with, but could 
luefday la the Ship Chance, pein Smith, 
arrrved here from Rotterdam with Palatines.
